Waahington. D. C A demand for
tha immediaU release of tha American

troopers taken prisoners at Carrtsai,
coupled with B stent notification that
tha United States expects an early
statement of tha purpose of tha Car--

raiua government was telegraphed to
Mexico at; Sunday by Secretary un--

imr.
Tha not disclose that the State de--

nartinent received Saturday commu
nication from the dp facto government
statin that the Carriial fight was the
direct result of orders to attack Amer
ican soldiers moving otherwise than
toward tbe border, personally issued
by General Carranxa to General Tre--
vino and by the Utter communicated
to GenereJ Perahing.

In reply. Secretary Lansing requires
that the de facto government transmit

definite statement "aa to the course
of action it has determined upon"
through tbe usual diplomat ie channels

and not through subordinate military
officers." -

The Mexican communication is con- -
trued. Secretary Lansing states, "as

a formal avowal of deliberately hostile
action against the force of the United
State now in Mexico and of tbe pur-

pose of attack without provocation
whenever they move from their pre.
ent position" despite the friendly mis-
sion on which they ar engaged and
which is rea.'rrned in tbe American
rejoinder.

General Carranas la required to
place himself on record formally and
the plain Intimation lie behind the re
strained langaag of Mr. Lansing
communication that fore will be met
with force. Apparently, however, the
Washington government is determined
that the de facto government shall not
evade responsibility before the world
if war is forced upon th United
State.

Th not and th military situation
of th United State were talked
at the White House by th President,
with th senate foreign relations com
mittee.

After the conference, which lasted
more than an hoar. Senator Stone said
th situation was "exceedingly acuta.
President Wilson ha felt it necessary
to atnuaint congress with th state of
affair and the action taken, through
th foreign affair eommittee.
